Sec. 8. 100. Pur pose. It is the purpose of this Act to

prevent or avoid institutionalization of individuals wth

ment al illness or a co-occurring disorder of nental ill ness

and substance abuse. The Departnment of Human Services shal

i mpl enent, coordinate, npnitor, and evaluate the CHO CES

program as described in this Section and the follow ng

Secti ons preceding Section 9, in cooperation wth al
governnental and private resources, organi zati ons, and
st akehol ders. Prograns shall address the needs of qualified

i ndividuals, both children and adults. The CHO CES program
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will provi de cost effective, comuni ty resi denti a

environnents and supports to enable individuals with a nental

illness or a nental illness and substance abuse co-occurring

di sorder to live successfully in the comunity.

Sec. 8. 102. Definitions. In Section 8.100 and the

subseguent Sections preceding Section 9 of this Act:

"Individual with a disability" neans any of t he

(1) An individual, whether a child or an adult, who

has a physical or nental inpairnent that substantially

limts one or nmore of the individual's mmjor life

activities.

(2) An individual, whether a child or an adult, who

has a record of a physical or nental i mpai rnent  t hat

substantially limted one or nore of the individual's

major life activities.

(3) An individual, whether a child or an adult, who

is reqgarded as having a physical or nental inpairnent,

whet her the individual has the inpairnent or not.

" Ment al impai rnment” neans a nental or psychol oqgi cal

di sorder or enotional or nental ill ness.

"Physi cal inpairnment"” neans drug addi ction or al coholism

"St akehol der"” means an advocacy organi zation or service

provi der whose m ssion includes advocacy for or provision of

quality services to individuals with a disability of nenta

illness or a «co-occurring disorder of nental illness and

subst ance abuse.

Implenentation of program The Departnent of

Human Services is directed to inplenment the CHO CES program
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The Department of Public Aid, the Departnent on Aging, the

Departnment of Children and Fanily Services, the Departnent of

Public Health, the Bureau of the Budget, and other State

agencies as appropriate shall cooperate fully wth the

Departnent of Human Services in fulfilling the requirenents

of Section 8.100 and the subsequent Sections preceding

Section 9.

In order to prevent or

avoid institutionalization of individuals with a disability,

the Department of Human Services shall inplenment, coordinate,

monitor, and evaluate conmunity services for individuals with

disabilities in Illinois in cooperation with all governnental

and private resources, organizations, and stakehol ders.

Prograns shall address the needs of qualified individuals,

both children and adults, with disabilities, in the foll ow ng

disability areas:

(1) Mental illness.

(2) Mental illness and substance abuse.

Sec. 8.115. Inplenentation; program conponents.

(a) Subject to appropriations, the Departnent of Human

Services shall inplenent the CHO CES program for individuals

with a nental illness or co-occurring disability of nental

ill ness and substance abuse. The CHO CES program shal

consist of a programfor 1,000 individuals with a disability,

designed to provide a systemof services and supports for

those qualified individuals with a disability to live in the

nost integrated comunity-based inteqgrated setting. The
Departnent shall begin inplenentation of the program by
January 1, 2002, and shall inplenent the program statew de

within 4 vears after the effective date of this anendatory
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of the 92nd GCeneral Assenbly. The Departnent shal

adopt rules for the selection of the initial pr ogr am

parti ci pants.

(b) From existing funds and funds appropriated by the

CGCeneral Assenbly, the Departnent of Hunan Services shall do

t he foll ow ng:

(1) Develop a conprehensive plan to devel op and

mai ntain a statewi de systemof comunity-based services

that reflect the choices and needs of individuals with

mental illness or a co-occurring disorder of nmental

illness and substance abuse and their famlies in

[11inois, to pr event or avoi d unnecessary

institutionalization.

(2) Carry out all functions and duties required by

| aw t hrough coll aboration with individuals wth nental

illness or a co-occurring disorder of nental illness and

subst ance abuse, their fanmlies and quardi ans, comunity

organi zations, and providers throughout the State.

(3) Facilitate or provide technical assistance to

community service providers in planning, devel opi ng, and

i mpl enenting services and supports for individuals with

mental illness or a co-occurring disorder of nmental

ill ness and substance abuse and their famli es.

(4) Consider the needs in the field of nental

illness or nental illness and substance abuse and nake

recommendations to the General Assenbly and the Governor

for changes in the law. Fromfunds appropriated by the

CGeneral Assenbly to the Departnment of Hunman Services for

t hat purpose, the Secretary of the Departnent of Hunan

Services shall establish initiatives including, but not

limted to, the CHO CES program as described in Section

8.100 and the subsequent Sections preceding Section 9 of

this Act, to pr event and correct i nappropri ate

institutionalization to ensure that individuals needing
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mental health services or nental health and substance

abuse services are served in the npost integrated setting.

(c) The CHO CES progranis conponents shall include the

foll owi ng
(1) Policies to avoid inappropriate placenent of an
individual in an institution, including general acute
care hospitals, hospitals wth distinct parts for
psychi atric care, freest andi ng public or private
psychiatric hospitals, residential treatnent facilities,
and nursing facilities.
(2) Institutional pr e- adm ssi on Screeni ng and
mandat ed fol | ow up.
(3) A cost-benefit analysis concerning placenent of
t he person in the comunity.

Sec. 8.120. CHO CES program features. The CHO CES
program shall include the follow ng features:
(1) It shal | require 1, 000 addi ti onal
conmuni ty- based integrated residential settings wth

appropriate comunity supports.

(2) It shall create prograns to train institutional

di scharge staff treating individuals wth disabilities

training on comuni ty-based alternatives.

(3) It shall require a process to informa person

of all available options for his or her care before that

person nakes a decision on his or her placenent.

(4) It shal | offer, bef or e pl acenent, t he

assistance of a planning specialist who will assist the

person in making the nmve from an institution to a

community setting.

(5) It shall fund outreach activities to identify

persons in institutions who may wsh to nopve. The

Departnment of Hunman Services shal | establi sh t he
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qualifications of persons and or organizations who

performthe outreach for comunity-based organizations

funded through the program The quardi an of the person,

if any, nust be involved with the outreach process and

t he resident.

In accordance with an

i ndi vi dual program plan or an individual treatnent plan, or

both, based on a conprehensi ve evaluation, individuals with a

disability may be provided the services described in the

Sections following this Section.

Sec. 8.130. Comprehensive evaluation and diagnosis. An

individual wth a disability who is applying for services is

entitled to receive a conprehensi ve eval uati on and di agnosi s,

i ncludi ng an assessnent of skills, abilities, and potential

for residential and work placenent, adapted to his or her

pri mary | anguage, cul tural background, and ethnic origin.

Al | conponent's of a conprehensive evaluation nust be

adm ni stered by a qualified exam ner.

Sec. 8.135. Individual programplan. An individual with a

disability is entitled to receive services in accordance with

a current individual programplan or an individual tr eat nent

plan, or both. An individual wth a disability who is

recei ving services shall be provided periodic reevaluation

and review of the individual program plan or individual

treatnent plan, or both, at |east twice each year, in order

to neasure progress, to modify or change objectives if

necessary, and to provi de qui dance and renedi ati on

techniques. An individual wth a disability and his or her
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representatives have the right (i) to participate in the

pl anni nqg and deci si on- naki ng pr ocess regar di ng t he

individual's programplan and (ii) to be inforned in witing,

or in that individual's node of communi cation, of progress at

reasonable tine intervals. Each individual nust be given he

opportunity to nake deci sions and exerci se options reqgardi ng

the plan, consistent with the individual's capabilities.

Sec. 8. 140. Nondi scrim natory access to services. An

individual wth a disability may not be denied program

servi ces because of age, sex, ethnic origin, narital status,

ability to pay (except when contrary to law, crinna

record, degree of disability, or illness.

Sec. 8.145. Famly or individual support. An individual

with a disability nust be provided famly or individual

support services, or both, to prevent unnecessary out-of-hone

pl acenent and to foster independent living skills.

(405 1LCS 20/8. 150 new)

Sec. 8.150. Resi denti al choi ces and opti ons. An

i ndi vi dual with a disability who requires residential

pl acenent in a supervised or supported setting nust be

provided choices anpbng various residential options. The

pl acenent nust be offered in the nost integrated comunity

setting possible.

Sec. 8.155. Vocational training. An individual wth a

disability must be provided vocational training, when

appropri at e, t hat contri but es to t he i ndi vidual's

i ndependence and enploynent potential. This training nust
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include strategies and activities in progranse that lead to

enpl oynent and reenpl oynent.

Sec. 8.160. Employnent. An individual with a disability

has the right to be enployed free from discrimnation

pursuant to the Constitution and laws of this State.

An individual

with a disability nust be provided case coordi nati on

services, as appropriate.

Sec. 8.170. Due process; judicial review

(a) An individual wth a disability retains the rights

of citizenship. Any individual aqqgrieved by a decision of a

departnent of State governnent reqgardi ng services provided

under this Act nust be given an opportunity to present

conplaints at a due process hearing before a hearing officer

desi gnated by the director of that departnent.

(b) Any individual aqqgrieved by a final adnministrative

decision rendered follow ng the due-process hearing may seek

j udi ci al revi ew of t hat deci si on pur suant to t he

Adm nistrative Review Law. The term "adni ni strati ve deci si on"

is defined as in Section 3-101 of the Code of Cvil

Pr ocedur e. Reasonable attorney's fees and costs nay be

awar ded to t he successf ul plaintiff in any fornal

adm ni strative or judicial action under this Act.

(c) The right to a hearing under this Section is in

addition to any other rights under federal, State, or |ocal

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Sec. 8. 175. Tr ansi ti onal i ving assi st ance. The

Department of Human Services shall | ead a coordinated effort

with the Departnent of Conmmerce and Community Affairs to

further devel op housi ng assi stance prograns to pronpte the

ability of individuals to nove frominstitutions to the nost

integrated community residence. The program shall address

eligibility criteria, the period a person nmy receive

assi stance, the types of housing expenses to be covered, and

the locations of the prograns. The Departnent of Hunan

Services shall adm nister the program and may seek the advice

of the Department of Commerce and Community Affairs for this

Section 99.
